20th Anniversary Ranch Day 


The University of Alberta Beef 
Breeding Ranch at Kinsella, 
Alberta was acquired in the fall of 
1960, and has been operated 

ever since, under the direction 

of Dr. R.T. Berg. 

Research at the Kinsella Ranch 
has covered a wide array of 
topics interesting to beef producers 
during its twenty year history. 
However, the dominant research 
has been a beef cattle breeding 
project. Its aim has been to 
compare the genetic progress 
which can be made by selection 
from within a crossbred 
population compared to selection 
within a purebred population. 
After twenty years the results of 
the two breeding methods is 
readily apparent, and a Ranch 
Field Day is being held to allow 
the public to see firsthand the 
progress which has been made. 

The Ranch Day will be held 
25 July at Kinsella, one hundred 


and sixty kilometers southeast of 
Edmonton on Highway 14 and will 
include presentations, in the morn- 
ing, on a variety of beef research. 
After lunch, Frank Jacobs, a 
well-known journalist and cattle- 
man, will give a presentation, 
followed by Dr. Berg discussing 
the breeding program itself. 
Finally Sherm Ewing, immediate 
Past-President of the Western 
Stockgrowers Association, will 
discuss the importance of the 
Kinsella cattle breeding experi- 
ment to practical cattlemen in 
Alberta and beyond. 

A number of other attractions 
such as ranch tours and displays 
will be continuously available and 
a social will be held in the 
evening. Free camping, trailer and 
car parking will be available for 
those wishing to stay overnight 
and take in a ranch tour the 
following day.

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Wilson Sterling 1932-1980 


Wilson Sterling, a member of 
The University of Alberta’s Board 
of Governors from 1976 to 1979, 


died on 8 July 1980 following a 
lengthy illness. Mr. Sterling, who 
was forty-eight years of age, 
earned his BSc (Civil Engineering) 
and MSc (Engineering) degrees at 
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this University and was President 
of the Alumni Association and a 
member of the Senate in 1975. 
The following year, he was the 
Association’s representative on the 
Board and served on the 
Academic Concerns Committee 
and the Building Committee 
during his term. 

Born in Red Deer, Alberta, he 
attended grade and high school in 
that city and enrolled at The 
University of Alberta in 1949, 


After graduating in 1953, he 
joined Alberta Power Ltd., 
Edmonton, as an engineer and 
attained the position of senior 
vice-president in 1973. Mr. 
Sterling, who remained with the 
company throughout his career, 


received his second degree in 1960. 


He was a member of a number 
of civic, trade, and community 
organizations including the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, the Association of
